The following “White Paper” has 
been issued by the Government rela-

At a Legislative Council meeting 
held on March 7, 1929, the Hon. Sir 
“HE, Pollock, Kt., K.C., asked the 
following question :— 

“Will the Government obtain a 
report for the information of this 
Council, from the Harbour Master 
with reference to:— —~ 

(i)-.the feasibility of, and 
(ii) the cost (after giving credit 
for the estimated sale-value 
of her present engines) of 
substituting motor-engines, for 
the present engines of the “Kau 
Sing”? 
Harbour Master’s Report 


The Government undertook to ob- 
tain the report asked for and the 
report by the, Harbour Master to 
the Colonial Secretary is printed 
below :— 

i, Before discussing the feasi- 
bility of, undertaking the alterations 
to the “Kausing” suggested in Sir 
Henry Pollock’s question in the 
Legislative Council on March 7, 
1929; I would review the conditions 
and circumstances under which 

_“Kausing” was built, 

Arising from the typhoon that 
struck this Colony on August 18, 
1923, the Harbour Master’ (Com- 
mander C. W. Beckwith) addressed 
a letter to thé Colonial Secretary 
proposing that Government should 
build a powerful rescue tug for the 
purpose of rendering assistance gen- 
erally in the harbour to all craft 
and making certain recommenda- 
tions as to the requirements of auch 
tug, one of which was: 

“5. (c) Twin screw engines 
making her more easily manwuvr- 
edi and with Jess chance of getting 
fou] and. put out of action.” 


This letter was referred to the 
Hong Kong General’ Chamber of 
Commerce by Jetter dated September 
26, 1923, and a reply thereto was 
received dated October 31, 1923, for- 
warding an extract from minutes of 
a joint meeting of the General Com- 
mittee and Shipping Sub-Committee, 
Hong Kong General Chamber of 
Commerce, held on September 4, 
1928, to discuss with the Colonial 
Secretary on various matters. 


On November 23, 1923,. the 
Colonial Secretary again wrote to 
the Chamber of Commerce forward- 
ing an amended plan of the proposed 
tug stating: “Water Tube boilers 
are suggested with oif fuel for 
steaming which would enable steam 
to be generated quickly in typhoon 
weather.” 


Committee of Experts 


On January 4, 1924 the Secretary, |” 


Chamber of Commerce, replied 
that the plans of the proposed rescue 
tug had been referred to a Special 
Sub-Committee of Experts. On 
February 15, 1924, ithe Secretary to 
the General:Chamber of Commerce 
again wrote to the Colonial Secre- 
tary stating that the plans ‘had been 
considered in-detail by the Special 
Sub-Committee of Experts and en- 
closing the minutes of their proceed- 
ings and stating that it was hoped 
that the notes therein would -make|” 
it possible for Government in invite 
plans, specifications, and tenders for 
this vessel.

Modifications Adopted 


Government accepted the recom- 
mendations of the Committee in 
principle, with slight modifications 
put forward at a further meeting 
of this Committee of Experts which 
was attended by the Acting Harbour 
Master (Lit.-Comdr. Conway Hake, 
R.N.R.), and Mr. L. H. King, the 
Government Electrical Engineer, 
These modifications were adopted 
and tenders were called for by Gov- 
ernment Notification No. 5. 208 
dated July 25, 1924 and the tender 
put forward by the Taikoo Dockyard 
and Engineering Co., Ltd., of Hong 
Kong was accepted and the tug was 
accordingly built with Scotch boilers 
and single screw.

CONCESSION TO BRITISH 
COASTING TRADE 


LIVERPOOL: A FREE PORT 

The .principal su’ t. under. diseus- 
| gion at the weekly meeting of tha 
Mersey Docks and - Harbour. Board, 
which was presided over by Mr. R. D. 
Holt, was the suggestion that some 
immediate relief should b2 allowed to 
the_coasting trade’ to alleviate - the 
hardships following.upon the antici- 
pation of the De-rating Bill's conee: 
sions ‘to the railway companies. Sev-. 
_eral members of the. Board took part 
in the subsequent discussion! 

Mr. Hugh L, Roxburgh, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, ~moved the 
adoption: of ‘the ‘following minute of 
the committees— : 
- “The committee, ‘having at this and 
previous ‘meetings considered. how 
pest to’ utilise for the. advantage .of. 
the trade of the port the relief from 
rates. which the’ Board will obtain 
from. the Government de-rating pro- 
posals, and being “of opinion that 
some ‘immediate. relief should be al- 
lowed to the coasting trade, have re- 
solved to recommend as from April 
j,. 1929, inclusive, and during the 
pleasure -of. _the_Board,_that_oubward 
coastwise town dues be net charged 
on any goods exported coastwise, 
subject to the approval of the Minis- 
try of Transport.” 

i Anticipated Saving : 

Mr. Roxburgh said. that that reduc- 
tion had been made possible -by anti- 
cipating. a pronortion of the saving 
in local rates on the dock estate 
which as from October 1 next, would 
be brought about by - the de-rating 
scheme in the Local Government Bill 
now before Parliament. That ques-

Increase Trade ~ . 

Ii might be that, in the first in- 
stance, owing to the system of com~- 
pounding, the reduction of dues would 
not immediately come to the owners 
of the goods, but they relicd upon the 
coasting trade, and he thought they 
were entitled to do so, in making quite. 
certain that the reduction should go 
straight +o the owners of those goods 
with the object, of increasing their 
trade by distributing the- goods which 
had been imported foreign, and re- 
covering some of the distributing traf- 
fic which tended to go to Antwerp and 
Rotterdam, also. to help Liverpool 
manufacturing industries, and increase 
the total amount. of imports into the 
port.

As the dues outwards, coastwise, re- 
presented, roughly speaking, a quar- 
ter of the dues inwards, foreign, 
it would appear that if they could in- 
ereasé the distribution trade conast- 
wise, not by diverting’ it. from the 
railways or from other forms of trans- 
port, but by making it a real increase 
of. trade,and could make that take 
place to the extent of 25 per cent., 
they would very nearly recover what 
they were giving away. 

A Reasonable Risk 

He thought that was a very reason- 
able risk ‘for the Board to take 
in the interests of the trade of the 
port, and he was not without hope 
that they might find that they” had 
Tost very little. He very cordially 
supported the ~ proposal, which,~--he 
honed, would be accepted by all parties 
in the spirit it was given, - and 
would result in a substantial increase 
in the total trade of the port, .

BOLSHEVIST PROPAGANDA 

Looking to the bitter experl- 
ence of this Colony of the effects 
of the Bolshevist propaganda in 
South China during the Borodin 
regime it is to be hoped that a 
careful note will be taken of the 
news published elsewhere in this 
issue of the “China Mail” from 
Cairo. A superficial glance at 
some of the head lines and 
editorial comments in certain 
papers’ published in this Colony 
in regard to the British trade-de- 
legation to Russia appear to in- 
dicate that the Soviet has what 
might be termed a “sympathetic” 
Press in Hong Kong. Not that 
that will, of course, make the 
slightest difference in the trade 
councils of London or Moscow, but 
it-seems so easy to forget both 
Borodin in Canton and the Arcos 
raid. in London. Now the Egyp- 


tian authorities have unmasked a 


serious attempt by the Soviet to 


Lestablish a centre of Bolshevist 


propaganda . in,Egypt’ under the 
cloak‘ of. an. agency ’-called-' the 
Textile: Imports, Limited, which 
the Soviet ‘was allowed ‘to estab- 


[lish two years ago in Alexandria 
‘| to purchase cotton. It -has now 
[| been abundantly proved that ‘the 

main ‘object.of the cotton agency: 


.was the promotion of Bolshevism, 


‘the result being’ that the mana- 


ger has left at the request of the 
Egyptian - Government and’ an- 
other ‘notorious: ‘Communist: has: 
been deported, ‘: 


Soviet. Russia never does any- 
thing, commercially no less than 
politically, without an ulterior 


| motive behind it. Flattering re- 


ceptions to British trade delega- 
tions-may sound very fine—as fine 
as the news of .a.couple of years 
ago when it was proclaimed that 
Russia was to be a. buyer on a 
‘mammoth seale of Egyptian cot- 
ton. But it must be only a ques- 
tion of time before the Bolshe- 
vists are unmasked and ‘the 
“trade” cloak is found: to be a 
myth. Those even in this Colony 
who apparently would find a verit- 
able joy in proclaiming the vir- 
tues of a Brito-Russian trade en- 
tente should not be permitted to 
forget the lessons of the past few 
years in every centre where the 
eae have attempted to 
gain either political or commercial 
sway. To the latter all that mat- 
ters is the creation of “Red” cells 
of activity, direct or indirect, 
with the sole object of creating 
revolution against ordered -goy- 
ernment. 

The signs of the times either in 
South China or further North are 
none too favourable for it to be 
said with any degree of assurance 
that the experionces of Canton a 
few years ago shall never be re- 
peated, That is all the greater 
reason for Kwangtung — and 
Hong Kong in a lesser degree— 
being prepared for the undermin- 
ing influenees of the insidious 
Bolshevist foe. As the Cairo 
cablegram discloses, the Egyptian 
Government has been -- caught 
napping. Other Governments 
much nearer tous may well be} 
caught. in a-similat trap and be 
unaware of.it until. infinite mis- 
chief has been caused. Therefore 
is the. need always present. in 
South China for incessant pro- 
paganda to counter that of the 
wily ‘Bolshévist.

After the Nanking Government 
came into being, it fully expected 
great things from, the first Teao- 
mintang Conference. What did it 
achieve after all?

They 
are dead against further fighting, 
and Chiang Kat-shek’ and his 
party are flying in the tecth of a 
rising public opinion. = 

What are, then, the fundamen- 
tal issues affecting the intcrnal 
and world-wide position of China ? 
Before a Government can be built 
in China, the first and foremost 
task is to free the country from 
ils present system which for some 
time appr coached that of anarchy... 
The second problem is that of in- 
ternal organisution. The freedom 
of individuals must be guar- 
antced, irrespective ef party poli- 
ties or anything else. 

Viewed from the present mud- 
dled state of affais in China, one 
is. bound to say that the whole 
task is beset with all the diffieul- 
ties of which one ean think. The 
danger, however,-is not in the 
magnitude of the taslk. 

* * * 
Save Me I'rom My Friends ! 

China has cvery right to call 
out “Save me from my friends.” 
It is thesé friends—petty war- 
lords and politicians who think 
only of their own gains—that 
China’ has to fear most. They 
are the persons who prevent the 
restoration of peace and hinder 
the progress of the country. 

China must not slip from the 
clutches of one political power 

_into another, for this is a short 
cut to anarchism. She should 
‘build up a-government which will 

. give peace, freedom and justice to 
all her subjects as well as to those! 
who live under her roof, 

‘Unless this happy state of 

, affairs comes to pass, China éan- 
not hope to abolish the so-called 


unequalled treaties, In fact it -will}. 


be unwise for her to demand it.

As indivi- 
duals and as members of nations, 
people are iriter-dependent. It is 
not healthy to emphasise unduly 
the boundaries of country or race. 

This is the kind of thing which 
leads to insularism and te an un- 
progressive spirit, which will 
prevent China from taking the 
place she demands in the family 
of nations, and, -unless changed, 
will keep her among the back- 
ward nations.

Worldwide Phrases 

A peculiarity of cricket (he pro- 
ceeded) was that it had given to 
the world the phrases “That | is 
cricket” or “That is not cricket.” 
One could not define what cricket 
was, a8 one could not define a 
gentleman, but one knew it, as one 
knew a gentleman when one met a 
gentleman. They could not define 
what was cricket or what was not 
cricket, but they knew it. Men 
never said: . “Ob come, that is not 
golf, or. Jawn tennis, or marbles, 
or anything else.”. Nor, if he were 
to come out with his programme 
land state that he would cure un- 
employment in six months, would 
anyone -pat him on the back and 
say :—“You. cannot say that; that 
is not politics.” 

Mr. Baldwin drew an amusing 
picture of village «cricket as he 
knew it in his youth.

The Egyptian authorities have 
unmasked a serious attempt by the 
Soviet to establish a centre for 
Bolshevist propaganda in Egypt, 
under the cloak of an; agency called 
“Textile Imports, Limited,” which 
the Soviet was allowed to establish 
two years ago in Alexandria to pur- 
chase—cotton, ~~ ° , 

Subsequently, and after the ar- 
rival of M. Alexis Vasilieff as man- 
ager, the agency purchases of cot- 
ton declined, 

When the agency engaged a cer- 
tain Hugo Rudolf instead of a local 
‘cotton expert, the authorities made 

enquiry, and soon obtained suf- 

ficient evidence to warrant the 
arrest of Rudolf and other Com- 
‘munists with whom he was in con- 
tact. 

It appears that Rudolf. really is 
Rudolf Pinnis, a brother of Edward 
Pinnis, the head of the Sovtorgflot 
in Constantinople. 

Letters from there were found on 
Rudolf, proving that the main ob- 
ject of the Soviet cotton agency 
was to promote the cause of Bol- 
shevism. Pinnis has been deport- 
ed, and Vasilieff has Jeft at’ the 
request of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment.—Reuter.
